DETAILED ACTION 

During a teleplione interview witli Mr. David Sliifren on June 23, 2008 it was 
agreed tliat claims 50-64 liave been cancelled and claims 44-49 remain in prosecution. 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 44-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U. S. Patent 
No. 5036463 to Abela (Col. 12 lines 44 through Col. 13 lines 56 and Fig. 10); U. S. 
Patent No. 5402801 to Taylor (Col. 21 lines 34-41 ) none of the prior art alone or in 
combination teaches a method of controlling the position of a surgical instrument inside 
a patients body comprising: inserting a surgical instrument into a patients body; 
transmitting image out of the patients body; determining precise 3d positional 
information about the designated feature of interest; and using position information to 
reposition the surgical instrument to a desired position, the position information is 
obtained by manipulating a graphics object superimposed on an image of the 
anatomical feature.
